
3,000 new 
beds for

care Seniors waiting for 
beds in continuing care fa¬ 
cilities across the province 
will get a boost as Alberta 
Health Services (AHS) and 
the Government of Alberta 
announced the addition of 
more than 3,000 beds yes¬ 
terday. 

The addition will take 
place over the next three 
years with more than 1,100 
beds being added this year. 

AHS anticipates the addi¬ 
tional beds will significant¬ 
ly reduce the number of 
people waiting for 
placement and the length 
of time they have to wait. 

“This is another example 
of our commitment made 
through Alberta’s Continu¬ 
ing Care Strategy to 
increase access and choice 
for seniors,” said Alberta 
Health and Wellness Minis¬ 
ter Gene Zwozdesky. “Pre¬ 
mier Stelmach’s vision is to 
provide more options and 
services to allow them to 
age with independence and 
dignity, and we are taking 
action to deliver on that vi¬ 
sion.”

Riders hoping to see a 
transit bus service 
between Edmonton and 
the international airport 
will have to wait a little 
longer. 

City council voted 7-6 
against an 18-month test 
service yesterday that could 
have seen buses running 
from the Centuiy Park LRT 
station to the airport every 
30 minutes between 5:30 
a.m. and 1:30 a.m. 

Transit users would have 
paid $5 for a ride each way, 
but they wouldn’t be al¬ 
lowed to use regular bus 
tickets, passes or transfers. 

“We will have tremen¬ 
dous opposition from the 
sources at the airport,” May¬ 
or Stephen Mandel said dur¬ 
ing yesterday’s council 
meeting. 

“Those services (will be) 
vehemently complaining to 
the airport that we are cut¬ 
ting them out from their 
business, both from the 
taxis and shuttle service.” 

Some councillors raised 
concerns about the costs of 
the 18-month test since the 
Edmonton Regional Airport 
Authority hasn’t committed 
to funding it. The route 
would have needed a sub-

Councillors balk at new city budget

Edmonton’s city council 
got a chance yesterday to 
get a glimpse of what 
next year’s budget could 
look like and it’s not 
sitting well with some 
councillors. 

City administrators pre¬ 
sented a guideline report 
that calls for a three per 
cent tax increase for the 
2011 budget that comes 


with $22.4 million in serv¬ 
ice cuts, hiring freezes and 
adjustments to revenue in¬ 
cluding a hike to transit 
fares. 

The cost cuts and shifts 
in revenue were necessary 
to avoid an 8.5 per cent tax 
increase, say administra¬ 
tors. 

“I am very uncomfort¬ 
able about increases to 
transit fares at a time 
when we are encouraging 
people to use public tran¬ 
sit,” said Coun. Amarjeet 


Sohi during yesterday’s 
city council meeting. “It’s 
going to curtail some of 
the growth that we are 
seeing.” 

Roughly 2.1 per cent of 
the hike will be set aside 
for the city’s police service 
while 0.9 per cent is slated 
for all other city services, 
said the report. 

The report also calls for 
changes in services, in¬ 
cluding the elimination of 
close to 30 vacant posi¬ 
tions. That’s on top of a 


two per cent hike that’s 
slated for the city’s neigh¬ 
bourhood renewal projects 
— something that’s al¬ 
ready been approved by 
city council. 

A hike in taxes, howev¬ 
er, should be higher than 
three per cent, said Coun. 
Dave Thiele, who added 
the city still needs to main¬ 
tain its services after a 
number of infrastructure 
projects were built in the 
city. 

“We’re sadly mistaken 


that three per cent will 
move us forward into the 
future as an operational 
budget,” said Thiele, who 
lobbied for a five per cent 
hike. 

A new council will de¬ 
bate the 2011 operating 
budget in November, one 
month after the civic elec¬ 
tion. 

“I am sure a new city 
council will have an inter¬ 
esting debate on this,” said 
Coun. Kim Krushell during 
the meeting.

Ward was among 661 
graduates of the program 
celebrating its 20th an- 
niversaiy at city hall yes¬ 
terday. 


The city says the grads 
have spent 35,000 hours of 
their time educating peo¬ 
ple on green waste man¬ 
agement practices.

DEATH An autopsy on the body 
of a man found in a ditch near 
Fort Saskatchewan shows he 
was murdered.

Charges laid after police seize forged docs 


Six people face fraud- 
related charges after 
police searched a home 
and found hundreds of 
forged and altered 
documents that included 
fake government cheques, 
credit cards and firearms 
acquisition certificates. 

RCMP say they also 
seized mortgage docu¬ 
ments, corporate picture 


ID, loyalty cards and dri¬ 
ver’s licences, as well as 
computer hard drives and 
software set up to manu¬ 
facture fake $20 bills. 

“This is a significant 
seizure,” said Cpl. Julie 
MacFarlane-Smith. 

The raid took place Fri¬ 
day on an Edmonton 
home after police moved 
on information gleaned 


from an earlier search on 
the Paul Band reserve west 
of the city, said Const. 
Barb Roy. 

“One of the males, on 
entry, was actually manu¬ 
facturing a forged firearms 
acquisition certificate at 
the time that he was ar¬ 
rested,” she alleged. 

Although police didn’t 
find any immediate links 


to organized crime, that 
aspect will form part of 
the investigation, she said. 

Roy suggested that the 
alleged forgers had likely 
compromised hundreds of 
identities, although she 
wasn’t able to put a value 
on the documents seized. 

A digital camera with 
hundreds of portraits 
stored inside was also tak¬ 


en from the home. Police 
said the residence held a 
small photo studio with a 
backdrop that mimicked 
those used for Alberta dri¬ 
ver’s licences. 

Police will get in touch 
with the real owners of 
the cards and documents 
and inform them their 
identities may have been 
compromised, said Mac- 


Farlane-Smith. 

Three men and three 
women are charged with 
possession of stolen prop¬ 
erty, forging or falsifying 
credit card information, 
and possession of forgery 
equipment. 

The accused, all from Ed¬ 
monton, are to appear in 
provincial court July 12.

CSIS chief backtracks 
on spy accusations 


politics Canada’s top spy 
backtracked from his sug¬ 
gestion that he’s working 
to oust politicians under 
the influence of foreign 
governments. 

Dick Fadden, director of 
the Canadian Security In¬ 
telligence Service, said in a 
TV interview Tuesday that 
he was in the process of 
warning at least two 
provinces, through the 
Privy Council Office, that 
members of their cabinets 
are under the influence of 
foreign governments. 

He declined to name the 
elected officials or coun¬ 
tries involved but hinted 
China was one of them. 

But Fadden backpedalled 
yesterday. He said he had 
“not apprised the Privy 
Council Office.”

Seven dead in Quebec small plane crash 


House members 
ask president to 
review pipeline 


aircraft The pilot of a 
small plane that crashed 
near the Quebec City air¬ 
port calmly called the 
control tower, just mo¬ 
ments before his aircraft 
hit the ground in an ex¬ 
plosion compared by one 
witness to “a mountain of 
fire.” 

All seven people on 
board — five passengers 
and two crew — were 
killed yesterday. 

The pilot had sounded 
relatively calm amid the 
trouble, maintaining an 
even tone as he called in 
to report what appears to 
have been engine failure. 

But another voice came 
onto the control tower 
recording just seconds lat¬ 


er: “There was a fireball 
only three knots from the 
airport. I believe it’s a 
King Air from Aeropro 
that just crashed.” 

The plane slammed into 
the sprawling yard of for¬ 
mer NHL hockey player 
Mario Marois, a one-time 
captain of the Quebec 
Nordiques and current 
scout for the Carolina 
Hurricanes. 

Marois was not home, 
but family members wit¬ 
nessed the scene. 

Debris from the plane 
was heavily charred. No 
one in the home or neigh¬ 
bourhood was injured. 

Among those killed in 
the crash was Normand 
Tremblay, a project man-

The identities of the six 
other dead were not im¬ 
mediately released. 

Officials say the twin- 
turboprop Beechcraft 
King Air 100 went down 
shortly after takeoff from 
Jean Lesage Airport. 

Jacques Paillard, Aero- 


pro’s vice-president, told 
a news conference that 
the aircraft had under¬ 
gone routine mainte¬ 
nance in the last 10 days. 

He said the Beechcraft 
is able to fly even if one of 
its two engines fails. 

“I cannot understand,” 
he said. 

“I can speculate, but I 
will not.” 

There is no black box 
on the aircraft. The plane 
went through a mainte¬ 
nance checkup around 10 
days ago, Paillard said, 
and “nothing major” was 
found. 

“For the moment, it’s 
difficult to explain,” he 
said.

Texas coastline of the Gulf 
of Mexico.

the crude. The crewmem¬ 
ber, speaking from the 
bridge of the ship, said the 
cap was placed back on the 
gusher around 8 p.m. local 
time. He asked not to be 
identified by name because 
he was not authorized to 
provide the information. 

BP later confirmed the 
cap was back in place, but

Israeli Prime Minister Ben¬ 
jamin Netanyahu charged 
yesterday that the real 
motivation behind plans 
to send blockade-busting 
ships toward Gaza is to al¬ 
low free flow of weapons 
into the Palestinian terri¬ 
tory. 

Netanyahu spoke as 
preparations were under 
way to send several ships 
carrying aid and pro-Pales- 
tinian activists toward 
Gaza, setting up potential 
confrontations at sea. 

On May 31, Israeli naval 
commandos killed nine 
pro-Palestinian activists in 
clashes aboard a Turkish 
ship headed for Gaza, set¬ 
ting off a world outcry and 
forcing Israel to ease its 
three-year-old blockade. 

Israel already has warned 
archenemy Iran to drop its 
plan to send a blockade- 
busting ship to Gaza. 

The Iranian ship is one of 


several that activists say 
will head for Gaza in the 
next few months. One is 
said to be heading for Gaza 
from Lebanon within days. 

Yesterday, Lebanon 
warned that it would hold 
Israel responsible for any 
further attacks on block¬ 
ade-busting ships. 

Netanyahu said his gov¬ 
ernment is drawing up a 
list of weapons and items 
with military uses that will 
not be allowed into Gaza 
“so that we can permit all 
the rest.” 

He said the new list will 
be made public “in the 
coming days.” 

Since the violent 2007 
takeover of Gaza by Hamas 
— an Islamic militant 
group responsible for fir¬ 
ing thousands of rockets at 
Israeli border communi¬ 
ties — Israel has let in only 
limited humanitarian sup¬ 
plies, including basic foods 


and medicine. 

Construction materials, 
which Israel maintains 
Hamas could use to make 
weapons and build 
bunkers, were barred, and 
the vast majority of Gaza’s 
1.5 million people could 
not travel. 

The blockade strangled 
the already poor territoiy’s 
economy but failed to un¬ 
dermine Hamas, one of the 
blockade’s main goals. 

Under Israel’s new poli¬ 
cy, approved Sunday, “Any¬ 
one who wants to bring 
products can do so — food, 
toys, medicines, any¬ 
thing,” Netanyahu said 
yesterday. But Israel insists 
that all cargo from the 
flotillas must be inspected 
at one of its ports to re¬ 
move weapons, and then 
the aid supplies would be 
transferred over land to 
Gaza.

Charges to be

If convicted, Pereira 
could be sentenced to up to 
30 years in jail, Costa said. 
Pereira allegedly began to 
sexually abuse the daugh¬ 
ter when she was just 12 
and after his wife left him.

Guilty of fatal human smuggling 


Florida The Haitian cap¬ 
tain of a boat that sank off

plea agreement, 33-year-

After a year and a half of 
sharing my views with 
you all (hopefully ideas 
that show feminism isn’t 
just a punchline), this is 
my last column. I’d like to 
leave you with some part¬ 
ing thoughts. When I tell 
people I’m feminist, I usu¬ 
ally get one of these reac¬ 
tions. I hope these myth- 
busters help change the 
conversation: 

Myth No. 1: Feminists 
are just hairy-armpitted, 
lesbian, spinster hags. 

Some of us don’t shave 
regularly, but that’s be¬ 
cause it’s such a damn 
chore! But seriously, femi¬ 


nists work hard to shine a 
light on the many issues 
women face. When people 
dismiss our ideas, focus¬ 
ing instead on appearance 
or sexual orientation, it 
just proves prejudices still 
exist! 

Myth No. 2 : Feminists 
keep harping about the 
same things. 

Rape, abortion, work¬ 
place equity and rights 
still dominate the conver¬ 
sation because, well, if 
these problems had disap¬ 
peared, we wouldn’t con¬ 
tinue to see violence 
against women, under¬ 
representation as voices in 
politics and media, or lack 
of access to safe, legal 
abortions (G8 maternal 
plan, anyone?) 

Myth No. 3: Equality 
has been achieved. 

Canadian women have 
parallel lives: They make 
up the majority of the 
workforce and post-sec¬ 


ondary enrolment, yet 
still earn less, are less like¬ 
ly to be managers, and 
when they get home, do 
the majority of house¬ 
work. The quality of life 
among low-income and 
aboriginal populations is 
lower than the average; in 
Nunavut, the child mortal¬ 
ity rate is four times the 
Canadian average. Does 
that sound like equality to 
you? 

Myth No. 4: Feminists 
hate men and want to 
put them down. 

No one is looking to rule 
over men, we’re just look¬ 
ing out for the little guys 
(in a manner of speaking), 
whether it’s racism, ho¬ 
mophobia, classism, or 
even patriarchy. Any guy 
who has been expected to 
be a provider, a leader, to 
play sports or stop being a 
nancy knows how burden¬ 
ing social expectations 
can be. A feminist who 


puts down someone else is 
no feminist. 

Myth No. 5: Modern 
feminism is so trivial. 

That’s only if you con¬ 
sider feminism to be the 
domain of the Western 
world. Consider that in 
the developing world, a 
woman dies every minute 
either in pregnancy or in 
childbirth, and 90 per 
cent of these deaths are 
preventable; women are 
trafficked into the sex 
trade; women in many 
parts of the world have no 
access to health care, edu¬ 
cation or jobs. As long as 
these stories exist, there is 
always a woman who 
needs a helping hand.

Developing world on 
track to cut poverty: UN 


The global economic crisis 
has slowed the fight 
against poverty, but the de¬ 
veloping world is still on 
track to meet a key UN 
goal of halv¬ 
ing the num¬ 
ber of people 
living on less 
than $1 per 
day by 2015, 
according to a 
report re¬ 
leased yester¬ 
day. 

The UN re¬ 
port cited new 
World Bank 
estimates sug¬ 
gesting the 
crisis left an 
additional 50 
million peo¬ 
ple in extreme 
poverty in 2009 and will 
leave some 64 million im¬ 
poverished by the end of 
2010, primarily in sub-Sa¬ 
haran Africa and eastern 
and southeastern Asia. 
Hunger may also have 
spiked in 2009 — with 
more than 1 billion people 
undernourished — as a 
consequence of the global 
food and financial crises. 

The effects of the crises 


are likely to persist with 
poverty rates slightly high¬ 
er than they would have 
been had the world econo¬ 
my grown steadily at its 
pre-crisis 
pace, it said. 

Nonethe¬ 
less, Secre¬ 
tary General 
Ban Ki-moon 
said the re¬ 
port shows 
that despite 
the financial, 
food and fuel 
crises, “the 
world is still 
making 
progress on 
reducing 
poverty, al¬ 
beit more 
slowly.” 

Cutting global poverty is 
the first of eight Millenni¬ 
um Development Goals 
adopted by 189 world lead¬ 
ers at a UN summit in 
2000. The report assesses 
prospects of achieving all 
of them and presents a 
mixed picture, with goals 
to improve sanitation and 
women’s equality and to 
reduce maternal mortality

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The overall poverty rate is 
still expected to fall to 15 per 
cent by 2015, due mainly to 
sharp declines in China and 
elsewhere in Asia, which 
means approximately 920 
million people would be liv¬ 
ing below the international 
poverty line.

Prentice unveils new rules for aging plants 


The federal government is 
adopting tough new regu¬ 
lations aimed at cleaning 
up coal-fired electricity 
generation. 

“Most of Canada’s coal¬ 
burning electricity plants 
are both dated and dirty,” 
Environment Minister Jim 
Prentice said yesterday. 

The proposed regula¬ 
tions will impose stringent 
performance standards on 
new coal-burning power 
plants, as well as older 
ones that are looking to ex¬ 
tend their operating lives. 

“Our regulation will be 
very clear: when each coal-

England looks to 1990, when team overcame slow start

Twenty years ago, 

England struggled 
through the first round of 
the World Cup, just as 
they have done in South 
Africa. 

Back then, the team still 
made the semifinals. So 
maybe the 1966 world 
champions should be hope¬ 
ful again. 

In 1990, England 
laboured through 1-1 and 0- 
0 draws in its first two 
group games and went on 
to win the third 1-0. The 
team did exactly the same 
thing this year.

Germany beat Ghana 1-0 
after a second-half goal 
from Mesut Oezil to win 
Group D and set up a sec¬ 
ond-round World Cup 
clash with traditional rival 
England.

Germany won the group 
with six points and Ghana 
was second with four, go¬ 
ing through on goal differ¬ 
ence thanks to Australia’s 
2-1 victory over Serbia in 
the other match. 

Oezil rifled a left-footed 
shot from outside the area 
into the left corner of the 
net to break the deadlock 
in the 60th minute after 
both teams had wasted a 
number of chances. 

“I simply shot the ball, 
but I should have scored in 
the first half too,” said 
Oezil, who was voted man 
of the match. “I had a lot of 
support from my team¬ 
mates. It doesn’t matter 
whom we play next, we 


have to keep winning.” 

“I am very relieved to 
have scored because I had 
missed many chances in 
the tournament,” Oezil 
added. 

Once the scoreboard had 
flashed the result of the 
other match, Ghana play¬ 


ers celebrated their 
progress, waving the coun¬ 
try’s flag and running to 
the corner where their 
supporters were. 

The Black Stars went 
through thanks to their 1-0 
win over Serbia and a 1-1 
draw with Australia. 


“It was a very difficult 
match but we fought and it 
was enough to get us 
through,” said Ghana mid¬ 
fielder Andre Ayew. “We 
had opportunities but the 
important thing is that we 
went through.”

COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 
INGREDIENTS: 

1 cup plain Greek style yo¬ 
gurt 

1/4 cup olive oil 

2 tbsp cider vinegar 
2 tbsp honey 

2 tbsp prepared horserad¬ 
ish 

11/2 tsp salt, plus more for 
chicken 

1/2 tsp finely ground black 

pepper, plus more for 

chicken 

1/2 tsp cayenne 

11/2 lb chicken 

drumsticks, boneless 

thighs or breasts 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat a grill to 
medium-high. 

2. In a bowl, combine 
yogurt, 1 tablespoon olive 
oil, cider vinegar, honey, 
horseradish, salt, black 
pepper and !4 teaspoon 
cayenne and stir until 
blended. Measure Vi cup of 
yogurt mixture and set 
aside for garnish. 


3. In a small bowl, combine 
2 tablespoons olive oil and 
Va teaspoon cayenne and 
stir well. Bush oil mixture 
on chicken pieces and sea¬ 
son with salt and pepper. 
Place chicken on hot grill 
and cook, turning often 
and basting with olive oil 
mixture until cooked 
through. Chicken breasts 
and boneless thighs will be 
about 5 to 8 minutes per 
side, drumsticks will be 
about 14 to 16 minutes.
